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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 16 have been amended and new claims 31 and 32 added to more 
particularly claim the solvent of Applicant's invention. Claims 1 and 1 1 have been 
amended to more particularly clainrthe halogenated hydrocarbon of Applicants' 
invention. Support for the amendment to claims 1 and 11 can be found in the 
specification of the exemplary fluorocarbons and chlorocarbons at least at page 1 7, line 
20. Support for the amendment to claim 1, line 7, can be found in the specification at 
, leastatpage8,linesl7-20,andpage9,linesl-5. An obvious typographical error on the 
molecular formula of one fluorocarbon has also been corrected in claim 11. Support for 
the correction can be found in the specification at least at page 21, Example 1. Support 
for the amendment to clainU 6 can be found in the specification at least at page 20, lines 
6and 12. Support for new claims 3 1 and 32 can be found in claims 1 and 16, and in the 
specification at least at page 17, lines 17-20. No new matter is introduced by any of the 
amendments to claims 1, 1 1 or 16, or by new claims 31 and 32. Claims 1-5, 9-14, 16, 31 
and 32 are currently in the application for examination. 

It is respectfully requested in accordance with the amendment of claims that 
claims 1-5, 9-14, 16, 31 and 32 be found allowable.
